Ministers  Leave  South 
Due  To  Racial  Conflict 


DETROIT,  (UPD— The  Rev.  R. 
Edwin  King,  chaplain  of  students 
at  Tougaloo  Christian  College, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  said  Thursday 
more  than  50  Methodist  ministers 
have  been  forced  to  leave  Mississ- 
ippi in  the  last  seven  years  be- 
cause of  racial  conflict. 

Rev.  King,  here  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  Methodist  Bishops 
of  the  United  States,  also  said 
17-19  ministers  have  been  forced 
to  give  up  their  pastorates  since 
January.  He  said  28  ministers 
signed  a statement  in  January 
protesting,  in  essence,  that  their 
churches  were  not  open  to  all 
people. 

The  17-19  ministers  were  among 
those  who  signed  the  petition,  he 
said. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  Laird,  who 
heard  Rev.  King’s  speech,  said 
most  of  those  ministers  were  able 
to  relocate  in  Southern  California 
and  Arizona. 

Rev,  King  was  enroute  to  Jack- 
son  and  was  unavailable  for  com- 
ment. 

Rev.  Laird  said  that  Rev.  King 
made  two  speeches  here,  one  to 
a group  of  interested  Detix>it 
Methodist  ministers  Thursday 
and  another  night  to  a group  of 
ministers  and  college  students 
who  had  organized  a group  call- 
ed “Methodists  for  Church  Re- 
newal.” 

Dr.  Laird  said  that  many  of  the 
ministers  who  left  Mississippi 
were  not  forced  outright  to  quit, 
but  “the  pressure  became  very 
great  on  them.”  He  described  the 
Rev.  King  as  “one  of  the  leading 
liberals  of  the  Methodist  church 
in  Mississippi.” 

The  Rev.  King’s  remarks  were 
made  at  the  Central  Michigan 
Methodist  church  across  the 


street  from  the  hotel  where  the 
Methodist  bishops  were  closing 
their  session. 

The  bishops  Wednesday  called 
the  segregation  of  -any  of  their 
churches  both  an  “absurdity”  and 
a “sin.” 

The  bishops,  more  than  60  in 
number,  said  “we  decry,  on  legal 
as  well  as  Christian  grounds,  the 
denial  to  any  person  of  any  color 
or  race  the  right  of  membership 
or  the  right  to  worship  in  a Meth- 
odist church.” 

Bishop  W.  Angie  Smith,  Okla- 
homa City,  chairman  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Evangelism  of  the 
council,  Thursday  added  his  re 
grets  to  any  racial  discrimination 
in  the  Methodist  church.

Beethoven  Works  Played  At  Forum

The  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra  under  the 
baton  of  Maurice  Abrayanel  presented  the 
Pastoral  Symphony  of  Beethoven  at  Thurs- 
days’s  forum.  This  -was  the  orchestra’s  se- 
cond appearance  at  the  Brisham  Young  Uni- 
versity this  year. 

On  both  occasions,  the  orchestra  was 
facing  the  playing  floor  so  that  the  large 
audience  in  the  fieldhouse  could  all  have 
some  sort  of  a view. 

THE  SORRY  PART  about  this  is  that  no 
one  has  a good  view  or  a true  listening  vant- 
age point  except  maybe  those  in  the  loge 
directly  facing  the  orchestra. 

Ralph  Laycock,  conductor  of  the  BYU 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  Conceri  Band  in- 


troduced the  group.  He  mentioned  applause, 
but  it  proved  unnecessary  since  Mr.  Abi-a- 
vanel  had  included  oral  program  notes  in- 
tended for  each  break  in  the  symphony. 

THE  PASTORAL  SYMPHONY  which  was 
the  sixth  of  Beethoven’s  symphonies,  sur- 
prised many  in  the  audience,  by  being  as 
quiet  and  relaxing  as  it  was,  rather  than 
more  dynamic  or  exuberant. 

The'  amount  of  sensitivity  which  can  be 
created  from  a basketball  floor  is,  of  couse, 
in  question.  The  intonation  of  the  woods  was 
very  good — mucli  improved  over  the  last  per- 
fot-mance. 

Yet,  the  level  of  perfoi-mance  and  the 
great  receptivity  of  the  audience  created  an 
exchange,  and  a real  communication  between 
artists  and  audience.
